This indicates that the pneumonia sit- 
uation in Chicago in 1922 is worse than 
it was in 1921. The report of the census 
office shows that over America generally 
the winter increase of sickness* jumped 
up in October much more rapidly than 
it did in the sarie month in 1921.
